SCIENCE AND THEOLOGY. 


Is it true that science is antagonistic to theology ? This is a question which 
has in a practical manner been lately raised in the West of England, in conse- 
quence of a bequest left by a certain Mr. Huish, to be devoted to the fou nding 
of certain scholarships. By the scheme drawn up for tLis purpose, scientific 
knowledge does not qualify for any of these scholarships. The ground on which 
this exclusion is based is, as explained by the High Sheriff of Somerset, one of 
the trustees, at the distribution of prizes at the Taunton College School, that “the 
pious founder had wished to forward the study of theology” and that this would 
hardly be done by the promotion of the study of science. We are not particularly 
interested in the examination of the construction put by the trustees on the will 
of the pious founder of the scholarships. But we confess we are deeply 
interested in the important question which it incidentally raises: Is science 
antagonistic to theology ? With theology, as taught by Christianity, science no 
doubt is incompatible. There is haraly a Christian doctrine which does not 
directly or indirectly place itself in opposition to some established principle, 
departure from which would involve a logical contradiction or a physical 
impossibility. We are not referring to miracles. For no body ‘believing in an 
intelligent first cause, the author of Nature will maintain that it is beyond the 
power of this Being, for the attainment of any special purpose which He may 
have in view, to suspend or modify the working of the laws established by Him. 
Miracles, in fact, cannot be a question of power, but of expediency. And human 
intelligence is too restricted to be able to judge in how far the special purpose in 
the divine view could have been attained by any other agency save thet 
employed. Indeed, miracles may even be explained on a basis not necessarily 
disturbing, although interrupting the course of nature. We believe that it was 
Mr. Babbage who has shown that a machine might be constructed which might 
go on producing a certain result for an immense period, then suddenly for a 
moment depart from the groove along which it moves; return to it and 

continue in it for a still longer period ; depart once more for a moment, and 
return again to work as before. And some eminent ancient rabbis have been of 
opinion with respect to some of the most striking miracles recorded in the Penta. 
teuch, that their performance at the proper moment was comprised in the very 
nature of the Law apparently violated by the miracle, when this Law was primarily 


established. This opinion is quaintly expressed by the phrase that God made a 


pact with Nature at the very creationin consequence of which it produced the 
phenomena, respectively described as the opening of the mouth of the she-aes 
when this animal addressed Balaam, and the well of Miriam, stated by some to 
have accompanied the Israelites during their wanderings in the wilderness. It is, 
therefore, not belief in miracles to which we refer when we say that theology as 
taught by Christianity is antagonistic to science. Wi.at we refer to, are such 
doctrines, as for instance, that according to which millions of human beings are 
being consigned to ever-lasting perdition, in consequence of either not having 
heard of Christianity, and, therefore, not baving had an opportunity for 
examining it or having had such an opportunity, have from weakaess of 
intellect not been able to convince themselves of its truth. We are not speaking 
of individual Christians, many of whom are, no doubt, as horrified at this 


doctrine as we are ourselves, but we speak of Christianity as a religious system 


for the formation of which in the existing shape, neither they nor we are 
responsible. Now, this doctrine necessarily involves the belief that God, the 
supreme fountain of justice, which he has indeed laid down as the foundation of 
~ man’s moral nature violates this principle by pouring out his vials of wrath on 
the heads of those who simply did not do what they were not able to do by 
having been placed by Him ina position which absolutely prevented their doing 
what he wished them to do. Isthere any mind with the slightest tincture of logic 
that could give its assent to a theology part and parcel of which this doctrine 
forms? The trustees of the Huish Scholarships are, therefore, not wreng in 
excluding fromthe curriculu:n adopted by them all studies except that of theology. 
Had they included those of science, the object{of the pious founder would 
undoubtedly have been frustrated. There is only one theology in existence 
which is not antagonistic to science—this is Jewish theology. Indeed, it is 
most characteristic of the two theologies that while the New Testament extols 
the poor in spirit and nowhere says a word in commendation of the acquisition 
of knowledge, the Old Testament is full of commendations of the acquisition of 
knowledge, and bestows high praise on the King of Israel who preferred wisdom 
to every other earthly boon placed within his reach. 


STIGMATA, 

There is, perhaps, no religion on which fraud, self-deception and delu- 
sion have not exercised a certain amount of influence. But in no religious 
system have these agents been more conspicuous than in Christianity. Take for 
instance, the holy tire exhibited every Easter in the Church of the Sepulchre at 
Jerusalem. ere is a fraudulent miracle deliberately performed year afte 
year. Take the periodical liquefaction of the blood of St. Jannarius kept at 
Naples. Here we have to deal with fraud.or deception. But these pieces of 
jugglery are comparatively harmless. Not so the pretension at one time fully 
believed by the Church having reference to the host. The proverb says that 
you cannot draw blood from a stone. But the opinion of Holy Church was 
not exactly that you can draw blood from a stone, but what was equally absurd, 
that you can draw it from a piece of dough. Awful tragedies written in tears 
in the history of tne Jews of the middle ages were performed, in corsequence 
of the frequent charges brought against the Hebrews, that having mocked, insulted 


—- 


left on record veracious accounts of the efforts made by those Pieces of do 

to escape the murderous clutches of the torturing Jew, the somersaults the 
turned when jumping out from the cauldrons of boiling water, into which se 
legious hands had cast them, and the quantity of blood which flowed from 
the wounds inflicted on the wafers. We dare not detail any of 
the horrors committed by priests, saints and princes : 
Jews, not rarely including children, in conformity with the sentence Pronounced 
on them by these sapient and God-fearing judges. The church of St. Gadule at 
Brussels preserves to this day a series of pictures representing the Jews at the 
very moment when caught in flagrante delicto, and the exemplary punishment 
inflicted on them for this sacrilege. It is only with great difficulty that the 
clergy some two years ago could be prevented from exhibiting these Pictures to 
the ignorant peasantry in the neighbourhood of Brussels, and thus exciting their 
rage not against the pretended blasphemers whom the holy zeal of thechurch had at 
the time consigned to the flames, but against the Jews of the present generation 
The ecclesiastical archives of Breslau, Sternberg in Meckleburgh, and even Berlin 
were they consulted, could tell tales on this subject, at the recital of which the 


| blood of the listener would curdle and his hair stand on end. Well, the days of 


these frauds and delusions, we trust, are gone by for ever. But for al! this the 
days of fraud and delusion in Christianity are not yet over. In this very Brussels 
where once pieces of dough shrieked, jumped’ about and profusely bled when 
struck with a knife, is now the scene of another extraordinary miracle, testified 
to by hundreds of believers. Inthe devout city of Brussels there lives a holy 
maiden upon whose body a mysterious power stamped the stigmata, i,¢., an imitation 
of the five wounds inflicted upon Jesus onthe cross. These wounds regularly bleed on 
Friday, the day of the crucifixion. An unbeliever has only to repair to the house 
of Louisa Lateau to convince himself of the truthfulness of this standing miracle 
provided the priests who surround the holy maiden deem’ him worthy of this 
celestial sight. Such holy maidens appear from time to time in the Catholic 


world for the edification of the believers, and the confusion of Jews, Turks and - 


infidels. It does not speak well for the morality of an age in which sach frands 
are allowed to be committed with impunity, and the enlightenment of a genera. 
tion in which such lying miracles can find believers. 


| TRICHINOSIS. 
Another outbreak of this fearful malady is reported from Germany. Nearly 
fifty persons have been attacked and the authorities of Loban, the scene of the 


tragedy, have issued a warning against the consumption of raw pork. From’ 


this most painful and dangerovs malady, the nature of which until our days was 
a mystery even to the medical world, the Law of Moses protects its observers. In 
any case, it is remarkable that it was reserved to our days to vindicate the wisdom 
which forbade pork more than three thousand years ago. There is perhaps nota 
law in the Pentateuch which has given rise toso much obloquy and been used to cast 
ridicule upon the mosaic legislation as this very injunction to abstain from pork, 
From the days of the Emperor Augustus, who from this prohibiticn took the 
opportunity of having a’sly hit at King Herod to our days, when the chilaren in 


‘ the streets poke fun for the same’reason at the Jew, there has not been a gener- 


ation in which this abstinence has not been a laughing-stock to the mass of the 
gentiles. Nay, even worse. The Spanish Inquisition placed among the rules 
which it had drawn up for testing the Judaising tendencies of the suspected, the 
exclusion of pork from the usual diet. As soon as an individual was denounced 
to this tribunal as having declined to partake of pork, he was liable to be 
imprisoned as a Jew; and his abstinence was considered as a prima facie proof 
of his apostacy from Christianity. Indulgence in pork and belief in Jesus were 


regarded as so closely connected, that to convincethe people of their orthodoxy in 


matters of faith, the suspected had only to show that they were not very particular in 
the matter of choosing their food. Afterall the Inquisition was no such bad judge in 
making this point one of its chief criteria of Judaising tendencies ; for the horror 
of the flesh of this unclean animal was so creat even among Jews who 
had in so far yielded to clerical persecution as outwardly to confess Christianity 
that in a memorial presented by them to one of the Spanish kings, they promised 
faithfully to comply with all Christian practices, provided they were not 
compelled to eat pork as their stomachs actually turned against this food. But 
was pork forbidden because the pig is a foul feeder? This cannot be maintained ; 
for fowls and ducks are equally indelicate in the choice of their food and yet 
their flesh is not forbidden. The Law has not stated the ground of the prohibi- 
tion. It has simply contended itself with pointing out certain marks by which 
the clean animal can be distinguished from the unclean ; and with this we must rest 
satisfied. But after having said thus much, it still remains a remarkable phenomena 
that that animal, the flesh of which formed a favourable dish among the leading 
nations of antiquity, should have been declared melean three thousand years 48% 
and that the wisdom of the prohibition should have been fully shown in our davs 
This circumstance justifies the conclusion that the consumption of the flesh of 
other unclean animals may also be attended by certain uncomfortable 
quences which have yet to be discovered. The progress of science in all 
departments of human knowledge is so rapid, that those consequences may be 
discovered in our days.

CONSECRATION OF THE BRIGHTON NEW | 
SYNAGOGUE, 

TELEGRAPH. ] 


Yesterday (Thursday) the New Synagogue at Brighton was consecrated by 
the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Adler, assisted by the Rev. A. C. Jacobs, the Minister 
of the Brighton Congregation, and the Rev. M. Hast, First Reader of the Great 
Synagogue, and the combined choirs of the Great and New Synagogues, London, 
under the able direction of Mr. J. L. Mombach. 


Though the weather was somewhat unpropitious, the beautiful synagogue 
was crowded. Among those present were many prominent members of the 
community, as well as many Christians. There was also a good representation 
of the Jewish clergy. With but slight modifications, the service was similar to 
that adopted at the consecration of the Central Synagogue, London. 


A brief voluntary having been played on the harmonium by Mr. Mombac h 
the Scrolls of the Law were brought to the doors of the synagogue, borne 
by the Chief Rabbi, Mr. Lewis, the Warden of the Congregation, Mr. Louis 
Cohen, Sir David L. Salomons, Mr. Samuel Montagu, Mr. W. Davis, Mr. T. Bar- 
nard and several of the principal members of the congregation. On entering, 
the Chief Rabbi exclaimed *y-ynn5, &c. The Rev. A. C. Jacobs then chaunted 
yD, atter which the procession proceeded towards the Ark, while the choir 
sang X31 75. The procession then performed the usual seven circuits round 
the synagogue. Handsome plants were placed along the central gangways. © 
The following Psalms’ were chaunted by the Reader and the choristers during 
the circuils : Psalms xxX., XXiX., CXXVilL., cxvii., xlili., xxiv. 

After the Scrolls of the Law had been placed in the Ark, the Chief Rabbi deli- 


vered a Sermon and offered up a Consecration Prayer. 


The Prayer for the Royal Family having been said, the beautiful Ode in 


Hebrew, composed by the Chief Rabbi on the consecration of the Central 
Synagogue, (of which a paraphrase in English was written by the late Michael 
Henry), and set to appropriate tnusic by Mr. Mombach, was chaunted. 

The Service was brought to a satisfactory conclusion with ‘the reading 
of the usual. Evening Service. 


In the evening a banquet was held, at which Sir Davin Satomoys, Bart, 
was to preside, A report of the banquet will appear in our next impression.

The following particulars of the synagogue will no doubt be read with 
interest at this moment, although much of the information has been previously 
given in our columas : 

The synagogue in Devonsliire Place was erected about fifty years ago. It 
was originally capable of accommodating ouly about fifty male worshippers 
The building was soon found to be inadequate to the requirements of the 
increasing number of Jewish residents and Jewish . visitors, and it 
was therefore enlarged to its present dimensions say about 30 feet by 
24 feet. This soon proved iosufficient and the necessity of providing 
increased synagogue accommodation soon manifested itself. A question some- 
what akin to that which has agitated the Bayswater district for some time, 
cropped up also at Brighton. The question was how should the increased 
synagogue accommodation be provided: should the present synagogue be 
enlarged or re-built on its present site or should a synagogue be erected in a 
more central position. The Jewish visitors in Brighton were loud in their 
demands for a synagogue situate in a more central position than that of the 
present building. | Devonshire Place is almost at the extreme West End of the 
town, and the more fashionable part of Brighton is at the other end—towards 
Hove. Many of the donations were promised on condition that the synagogue 
should oe erected in a central position, The Committee thereupon resolved to 
accede to the wisna so gonerally expressed. The exertions of the Building 
Committee have been untiring, and the names of the members deserve record, 
They are Mr. Lewis Lewis, warden and chairman ; Mr. W. Davis, janior warden 
Mr. Samuel Mouotagu, of London; Mr. Lawrence Abrahams; late of Brighton ; 
Mr. Lewis Lyons; Mr. David Barnard ; and Mr. Jacob Szapira. 

After many exertions to procure a site which would give as far as possible 
general satisfaction, a suitable piece of ground was secured in Middle Street. _ 
The site of the intended building is very convenient. It is in a central position, 
cloge to the sea and contiguous to the principal promenades. A more suitable 
position, so far as convenience of access 1s concerned, could not have been 
chosen. The area of the plot of ground is 150 feet by 55 feet. It was purchased 
from Alderman Webb for the sum of £3,200. ~The land was held upon a copy- 
hold tenure, but the freehold was secured at a merely nominal amount—the Lord 
of the Manor, Mr. 8. Clarke, : foregoing a large portion of the usual payment. 
The entire cost of the land, after paying compensation to tenants for removal, 
«c,, and the payment of all incidental expences, reached about £5,500. Even 
at this price the plot of ground, is considered cheap ; for building land in the 
rentral parts of Brighton, like in the heart of the city of London, is rapidly and 

at rely increasing in price. The materials of the builaings upon the ground were 
told off by auctioa, and fetched good prices. No time was lost in clearing the 
ground. Architects were invited in the usual course to compete and offer plans. 
Among the architects invited were several Jewish firms who, however, declined 
compete, The architect chosen was Mr. Thomas Lainson, who has, we are 
informed, a very large practice in Brighton, and who is employed by Sir Francis ; 
Goldemid and other members of the Jewish community, | 
he style of architecture of the new building is Byzantine. Seat accom- 
modation is provided for nearly 300 gentlemen and 200 ladies. The total esti- 
mated cost of the building will be about £11,000. The dimensions of the 
pe. are about 86 feet in length, 43 feet in width, and 48 feet in height. 
Ur each side of the synagogue are the entrances respectively to the Jewish 
school and to the minister’s residence situated at the rear of the synagogue. 
' ag Will be provided at the rear of the building a Succah, which will, however, 
only be fixed uring the week of Succoth. In the ittetior there has been much 
Costly and artistic elaboration. The walls are repared for peinting which at 

* future period will, as well as the roof, &c:, be painted in design, The 

¢ floor is of Italian marble in diagonally: The interior in well 
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lighted by twenty windows and five sunlights. As in most of the modern built 
synagogues, the design of the ark is of an ornate character, and this with the 
Almemar forms a prominent feature of the general design of the interior. The 
Ark is recessed by an apse, the floor of which is formed of Roman Mosaic, and 
raised above the floor-line of the synagogue, being reached by steps of polished 
marble upon which are placed two seven-light candelabra of polished brass of 
rare and beautiful design, The Reading Desk is of oak surrounded by bronze 
railings carrying six lamps of Byzantine character. There will only be one 
approach to the Reading Desk, viz., at the rear. The whole of the details of the 
building are in keeping with the general design, and the architect has been 
Siete A covers in the erection of a structure perfect in all its parts. 

e necessary funds to defray the cost of the erection of the synagogue have 
not yet been entirely collected. The amount raised among the Brighton Congre- 
gation was about £2,000, and this will be augmented by the sale of the 
gogue in Devonshire Place. But it is estimated that there will still be a defi- 
ciency, and every effort will be made to prevent the congregation being burdened 
with a large debt. 


The gifts to the synagogue have been valuable. A “Vestments’ Fund” was 
collected by several ladies. With the amount collected (over £300), were, or will 
be, purchased Curtains for the Ark, Coverings for the Reading Desk, Mantles for 
the Serolls of the Law, &c. Among other gifts are a solid silver Perpetual 
Lamp from Mr. Benjamin Lewis (in memory of his late wife); a Mantle for 
Scroll of the Law, from Baroness Lionel de Rothschild; a Scroll of the Law 
from Sir Moses Montefiore ; a handsome piece of embroidery work for Curtain of 
Ark, from Mr. A, Bensusan ; a marble pedestal for Hanucah Light, from Mr. B. 
A. Lewis, Brighton ; a Scroll of the Law, from Mr. M. H. Moses (in memory of 
Mr. J. H. Moses) ; a silver Pointer for the Law, from Mr. Montagu Halford, &c

Bovtocye.—The Unicers Israelit observes as a curiosity that in the syna- 


| gogue of Boulogne, men and women sit in the same area the men on one 


side, and the women on the other. This is.also customary among the Society 
of Friends. 3 


Roumanis.—The Emperor of Austria has conferred knighthood on a Rout 
manian rabbi, Moses Waldberg, now dubhed “ Ritter von Waldberg.” He was 
likewise decorated with the Order of the Iron Crown, third class. Roumania, 
which places the Jew below the gypsy, has a Jewish nobleman. What 
incovgtuity! Such incongruities, however, were formerly not rare in Austria. 
Under the Emperor Francis the several Jewish barons were not permitted to 
possess in their own name one inch of ground. The landed property they 
happened to possess was sometimes registered in the name of their coachmen or 
cooks. | 

Norprxey.—The following incident is reported from Nordeney, a German 
watering place: A child, nine years old, accidentally fell from the cliff into the 
sea. A young Jewish lady from Berlin, who happened to pass, immediately 
jumped after the child, hoping to save it: But the sea was forty feet deep at 
the spot, and the child and the young lady would have been drowned had a 


boat not come to their assistance in the right nick of time. They were both — 


saved. The heroism of the young Jewess excited universal admiration. 


Oprssa.—From a census of 1873 it appears that Odessa was then inhabited 
by 193,513 persons among whom there were 26,252 Jews and 25,125 Jewerses 
Out of this number there were 135,513 who were ignorant of reading and writing. 
This shows how low the state of education must be at Odessa. 

TurKEY.—We glean the following items from the Levant Herald: Cholera 
in Damascus has completely ceased, but not so in the other cities of Syria. The 
recent arrival in Constantinople of M. Hillel, one of the leading bankers of 
Bucharest, a relative of Count Camondo, is spoken of in financial circles. Count 
Camondo, with several other bankers, had an interview with the Grand Vizier. 
‘t is understood that the Asiatic railways were the subject of the conversation 
with the Turkish functionary. The Valide Sultana has liberated some ninety 
prisoners from their imprisonment for debt, and has for this purpose paid about 
one thousand pounds sterling. Among the released were also several Jews. 


Map or tat Hory Laxp.—We have received a copy of a very large wall 


map of the Holy Land, drawn and published by Mr. Judah Fankenstein. All 
the pames are given iv Hebrew. The wanderings of the children of Israel during 
their joarney from Egypt to Canaan, as well as the tribal division of Canaan, are 
shown. The map is well executed, although in a few instances it does not quite 
agree with recent maps of the Holy Land. 

BrispaNe.—A_ currespondent—under the signature ‘3¥—writes to ns a 
lengthy letter, which owing to want of space we are precluded from inserting in 
full. Our correspondent says that the most recent census at his command 
gives the number of Jews in the whole colony of Queensland at under 300. In 
Brisbane, the Jews number some twenty families and a like number of single 
individuals. Our correspondent expresses regret at the want of religious feeling 
exhibited by this small community. They. have a synagogue and “ manage,” 
says our correspondent, “a Minyan twice a year at least on Rosh Hashanah and 
Yom Kippur, and at a push they can ‘whip up’ the requisite number of 
worshippers on the ether festivals.” The community has a burial ground and a new 
one has just been consecrated. Our correspondent says that the community is 
indebted to Mr. Jonas M. Myers for the avquisition of the synagogue, and this 
gentleman is “honorary minister, secretary, treasurer, collector and Sabbath 
School teacher—aye, even beadle—besides uniting in his own person the offices 
of President and Board of Management; and all this in the face of heavy 
business and domestic calls.” Our corresponpent says that but little support or 
even encouragement is given to Mr, Myers by the Jews residing in Brisbane. 

Rvussta.—An incident rare in bigoted Russia has come to Tight. A lady at 
Odessa has for fuutteen years been engaged in giving wratuitously instruction to

EMPLOYMENT FOR JEWISH YOUTH. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


 ‘§$m.—J ast as it is necessary to arrange in a family what course each child 
shall follow, so does it become the duty of our communal leaders to facilitate the 
entrance into active and useful life of the general body of our youth. The 
position already attained by our upper and upper-middle classes ensures for their 
offspring advantages which it would be perhaps presumption here to attempt to 
improve upon. | 

But the class which demands attention, and which may be termed the rank 
and file, if not the sinews of the community, is that whiich sends its children to 
our Free Schools and to our local self-supporting schools. The Jewish public 
evince great interest in the progress of our youth whilst at school ; but when the 
lads are no longer scholars and pass beyond the portals of their alma mater, in 
point of fact, they are left to drift as best they can. 

Jt may not be superfluous once again to refer to the serious handicapping 
this particular class suffer from, arising from their praiseworthy adherence to 
their religious requirements. ‘lhey are very properly impressed during their 
scholastic training with the importance of eacrilicing, if necessary, their worldly 

: Any one 
watching the varied roads and means they take to ensure the honourable combi- 
nation of social advancement with attachment to their religion, caunot help 
being struck both with the eno'mous difliculties they Lave to encounter and the 
fewness of the opportunities given them to gain their ends, 

© Work-Committeo of the Jewish Board of Guardians are efliciently 
attempting to grapple with this problem, and if they will but.enlarge their sphere 
of action success will assuredly attend them. Let them set aside the considera- 
tion that they are but a sub-committee and proceed ina bolder and cou:prehensive 
manner, 

The Sanday Labour Question affords a field—if delicately approached— 
wherein they may find scope both to appease Cliristian scraples and benefit the 
class they seek to improve. Communicatious have before this been addressed to 


the Postmaster-General on the subject of engaging a small proportion of Jews, | 


who, if permitted to retain Saturday as their day of rest, conld work on Sunday 
and enable those who on that day desire to respect its sacred character to absent 
themselves. We know that Sunday labour at the Pes: Office is reduced to a 
minimum ; but it is indispensable that some must attend, and bearing in 
mindthe considerations set forth, it appears that if a limited number of 
qualified Jews were employed, the Sunday zrievance at the Post Office would be 
removed and a boon conferred upori a deserving and industrious class. If the 
Work-Committee will resolve themselves into a deputation, and, influentially 


introduced, wait upon the Postmaster-Ceneral, they can fairly disc 


and without doubt favourably influence him, 

Passing from the Post Office, which, it must not be forgotten, embraces no 
the telegraph department where abundant opportunities can be found to teat the 
proposition—other channels may be opened up 4! the Work-Comumittee, hay; : 
the same object in view. The Working Men's Trade Council presided over ’ 
M~. Potter should be communicated with and their opinion sought as to whethe 
in practice they would encourage the apprenticeship of Jewish lads to theie 
trades and allow them to absent themselves on Saturdays. The liberality Pa 
breadth of principle fostered «by the council, go far to lead to the belief that 
they would warmly support the suggestion, as in addition to its justice it would 
enable many Christian artisans to observe their Sunday, who are at times com 
pelled to work in opposition to their conscience. : 

Farther on, Sunday railway traffic prompts the idea that it would Positively 
be a blessing to the little army of railway servants, forced to work on Sunday, if 
they had amongst them a sprinkling of Jewish fellow-workmen who could ansist 
to relieve them from the Sunday labour which they so deplore and suffer fro 
“ Muscular Judaism ” will not be shocked at the prospect of seeing sturdy Jewish 
engine-drivers and stokers, who, as things go, are fairly paid, and lead a healthy 
if laborious life. Booking-clerks, inspectors, collectors, guards and others in 
similar positions in the railway world, would also hail with welcome anongst - 
them a limited number of Jewish emp/loyés, who, in return for their Saturday. 
Sabbath, would afford many of their Christian co-workers the soothing boon of 
Sunday rest. 

The Work-Committee have thus before them splendid opportunities to extend 
their usefulness, and taking the Post Office as a typical instance, if they but 
succeed in allaying the proverbial official dread of innovation, and gaia a footiny 
for our industrious youth in a path hitherto denied them, but for which tLey are 
eminently suited, they will do more to raise the status of the community than 
most of our ambitions organisations can lay claim to.—Yours obe diently,

JEWISH SCLIOOLS, 
TO THE ELITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


€1n,—In one of your literary notes you observe that the establishment of 
Jewish schools was due to Simon son of Shetah. Allow me to say that the 
Talmud (Baba Bathra, fol. xxi. A) says: “The memory of Yosua sen of Cranla 
deserves to be held in honour, for Judaism is indebted to him that the Law has 
not fallen into oblivion.” The Talmut then described the several phases 
through which elementary instruction passed, At first, it was the duty of the 
father to teaci: his children the Law. Fatherless children, consequently, remained 


’ without instruction. To obviate this evil elementary schools were extablished 


at Jerusalem. The next step was the establisbment of higher schools for the 
education of youths between the ageof 16 and 17 years in the principal places of 
every district. But when it was seen that these measures were vot suilicrent re 
render a knowledge of the law universal among the people, the lige Priest 
Yosua son of Gatnla instituted elementary schools throughout the whole county, 
and at the same time ordered that the education of the children should commence 
in their sixth or seventh year, according to the condition of each child. 
However, you are right when you designate Simon son of Shela 4 
earliest founder of elementary schools since the Jerusalem Talmud (Ketub. o 
viii.) among other regulations made by our Simon, also mentions that the ch 
dren should attend the schools WY’). It may 
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med that the reference in Bava Bathra to the elementary schools at Jerusa- 
lem alludes to those founded by our Simon. _I can therefore not agree with Dr. 
Graetz when he says in his history (vol. iii. p. 36) that Simon established 
gchuols for youths of sixteen years. I cannot see how this view can be har- 
monised with the statement made in the Jerusalem Talmud. In the East, where 
young people attain matunty at @ much earlier period than in our country, 
the term Mpi"N can hardly apply to youths of 16 or 17 years ot age. The result 
js, that although Simon may be designated as you have done, as the founder of 
elementary instraction in Judea, yet it was Yosua, son of Gamla, who extended 
jt over the whole country, reduced it to a regular system, and, in general, 
hestowed great attention upon popular education. 

Allow me further to observe, that according to the Talmud, education was 
compulsory. The father could be compelled by law to give his children a 
suitable education, and if he could not impart it himself, to have it imparted by 
sumebody else (Yoreh Deah, ch. 245, 4). It was further incumbent on every 
community to make provision for the education of the children of the poor. 
The state had in this matter po right to control the autonomy of the communities. 
In general, communal autonomy was paramount in educational matters, also in the 
construction aod maintenance of highways, bridges and public buildings (Sabbath 
119, b). Onlg¢ when a community neglected to make adequate provision for 
education, had the state the right to interfere and ‘o punish the transgressors 
with great severity. — Each community, too, had to defray the. expense entailed 
by the education of *ts youth, and had for this purpose the right of taxing its 
members according to the means of cach (See Choshan Mishpat, 163).—I am,

‘Dopp MDD 
NID) “PD “HYP NO AES, “ How silly most men aré who rise when the 
Scroll on the Law is carried past, hut who remain seated when the learned of tlre 
Law pass by.” The custom of kissing—especially the tips of the fingers which 
touch the martie, &c.—is doubtless one of the many customs which the Jews 
adopted in the middle ages. |

THE CREATION OF HOSPITALS. 

The following letter appeared in the Times and Daily News, of Tnesday 
last 

Sir.—At the inaugural ceremony of the Central London Throat and Ear 
Hospital, Canon Lightfoot is. reported to have said taat “he vindicated the 
religious service on the ground that hospitals were the creation of Christianity.” 
] venture to ask the erudite theologian in what part of the writings supplementary 
to the recognised Jewish cavon the establishment of hoepitale is advocated, or 
eves alluded to? That the term “ several louse,” bet ach: fehet, mentioned in 
Kings IT., c. xv., ¥. o, bears the constraction of “ free hospitals,’ is admitted by 
many of the best theologians ; that the Prophets, besides being the moral teach rs 
of the people, exercised curative functions, and that their aid was sought by 
foreien poteutates, is distinctly proved from the narrative of the Holy Scriptures. 

‘Teannot, therefore, comprehend the justification of Canon Lightfoot in ignoring 
these facts, nor trace the foundation for his statement that “ bospitals were the 
creation of Cliristianity.” If the Canou allude to the organization of the modern 
hospitala, he is singalarly infelicitous in his data. The modern hospital has 
grown out of the Domus Dei institutions established for sanitary purposes at-our 
chief ports during the period of the Crusades, It was then found necessary to 
establish such houses to serve as quarantine for those soldiers of faith who 
brought little back with them to Europe except the plague, and gradually the 
character of such and kindred institutions took the form, and in very modern 
times, of hospitals—the hospice became the infirniary. I claim for Judaism, and 
more especially for the Jewish Scriptures, the firet place in the teaching of the 
Divine laws of universal charity, and if the Teacher of Nazareth gave expression 
to the beautiful and loving utterances attributed to Lim, he did se because he 


was a Jew, and was educated in the blessed precepts inculeated so broadcast in: 


the golden lessons of what is termed “ The Old Testament.”—Yours obediently

When the young hero of the hour was crowned with 
the grand prix d'honneur for Rhetoric, the Rev. M. Isidor, Chief Rabbi of France, 
advanced towards him and affectionately embraced him in sight of the brilliant 
assemblage which comprised maany of the most distinguished men in science and 
art in France. In the evening when young Bergson attended the dianer of the 
President of the Republic, Marshal Mac Mahon said to him, “ To-day your reli- 
giou las triumphed, your Chief Rabbi must be in ecstasies” (Votre Gr. Rabbin 
nage dans la joie !). The fact is that a youth of fifteen and half years gaining 
the grand prix d’honneur for Rhetoric, has not been known in France for twenty 
years—since M. Edmond About, the well-known author, gained similar honours 
at an equally early age. | 


Tux Tatucp.—lIn this article in our last the passage in page 390, com- 
mencing “ while talking of the burial of an ant or locust, &c., should have read 
thus: “ To make sure that the children, while talking of the burial of a man, 
N. or M., at which they said they had been present, did not refer to any insect 


to which they had given the name N, or M., they had to state what rabbi had 
attended the funeral,’ &c. 


Hunxcary.—The Jews are, through their money and ‘their talent, more 
powerlul in Hungary than in any country [ know. Few as they are, they are 
everywhere the chief tradesmen and bankers and they have an overwhelming 
influence in the press. (Mr. Fretwell in the Inquirer.) 


Srnvia.—Negotiations for the conclusion of a commercial treaty are now being - 


carried on between the Austro-Hungarian monarchy and Servia. The stumbling- 
block in the way, as yet, is the Jewish question. Serviais willing to grant the 
Austrian subjects all the rights enjoyed by natives with the exception of the 
Jews, while Austria will net admit of this exception. 


Geneva.—The great Council of the Canton has forbidden all public religious 
processions and the performance of all religious ceremonies in the streets, -The 
disturbers of religious worship are to be heavily fined and those provoking any 


attack on private property winle performing any religious act are to be severely | 


punished ; nor will any monks, nuns or members of any religious order be permitted 
{o appear in public in their peculiar costume, if they prolong their stay in the 
Canton beyond a calendar month. 


Pracur.—Cardinal Schwarzenberg, Arebbishop of Prague, is a member of 
the Jewish Benevolent Association “Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself.” 
The prelate lately celebrated his jubilee. On this occasion a Jewish deputation 
from the charity waited upon him to congratulate him. The. prelate received 
the deputation very friendly, conversed with the members for nearly forty 
minutes, in the course of which he said “ although we differ in our religious 
opinions, yet in the love ot our neighbour we agree. I shall as long as I live, as 
I have done for the last five and twenty years, continue to do what I can for the 
benefit of the Association.” We record this incident with pleasure, showing as 
it does that there are still Roman Catholic prelates who in the love for their 
religion do not forget the love to their neighbours, 


Bourmta.—We stated some time ago that some Bohemian rabbis applied to 
the Government for a subsidy to their ealaries, which, in many cases, are mere 
pittances. We are now pleased to learn that the subject having been referred 
by the Government to the Diet, this body has acceded to the request. The rabbis 
will have to agree among themselves how the subsidy is to be divided. The 
amount of the grant has not yet transpired. 


Franxrort.—The following incident reported to the Magid gives informa” 
tion how the Jews of Frankfort were freed from a most ignominious disability: 


Fratkfort on the-Main was at one time the hot-bed of fanaticism and hatred to 
the Jews. Among other regulations for annoying and degrading the Jews was 
one which forbade them to appear on the promenade of the city. Such was still 
the ease when Frankfort had a French garrison and was under the Govern- 
ment ef the Prince Primate Dahlberg, a very humane ruler, At that time two 
Jews of Strasburg visited Frankfort and took a walk on the public promenade. 
immediately they were arrested by the police, and ill-used by the mob. The 
prisoners appealed to the general fcr protection, they being French subjects. 
lhey were immediately liberated, an apology sas tendered to them, and the 
officers who had arrested them were in their turn imprisoned, and the incident pub- 
lished in the newspaper with the addition that this municipal law could not apply 
to French Jewish subjects. Upon this, the Prince Primate decreed that hence- 
forth all Jews, without distinction of nationality, would be permitted to appear 
| on the promenade, and to go wherever they liked, the same as all other inhabi- 
tants of the city, The probibition was not renewed again. |

SPAIN AND RELIGIOUS LIBERTY. 


Tue Papal Nuncio at Madrid has protested against the modicum of religious 
liberty which it is proposed in the draught of the new constitution to accord 
to non-Catholics in Spain. This protest, from the striking contrast which it 
forms to Papal declarations in other countries, presents a most instructive 
spectacle to those interested in the great contest carried on before our eyes 
between liberalism and clericalism. In Roman Catholic Spain we hear the 
Porr’s lieutenant and his acknowledged organ condemn in no measured terms 
the very idea that a heretic has any claim whatever to toleration. It is the 
syllabus full blown in its rank Iuxuriance which is exhibited before the 
gstounded world. There is no disguise in thé matter. The last rag of 
hypocrisy is cast off, The monster of the Inquisition stands before us in its 


hideous nakedness. But in Germany the Archbishops and Bishops, the lieu-_ 


tenants and organs of the same Pore hold quite a different language. They 
do not propose to exterminate either Protestantism or Judaism. They are 
ready, magnanimously, to tolerate the heretics and even under certain condi- 
tions to live with them in peace. Nay, they do not even hint at the desira- 
bility of the Emperor's embracing Catholicism and thus parchase quiet as did 
Hexny IV in France. No, all they wish for is to be let alone. They will 
be satistied as soon as the impertinent interference of the state with therights 
of the church ceases. In Germany it is the innocence of the dove that is put 
forward, and let us add it is the cooing of this bird that is heard. In Spain 
it is the wisdom of the serpent which is called into action, and Jet us add: it is 
- its hissing that resounds and its poison that beslabbers. Which of the two phy- 
siogonmies presented by the Roman Janivs is the true one ? 

Semper eadem pro claims the church. So we must endeavour to reconcile 
the two physiognomies. And this is not a difficult matter, The church is 
always the same. This means it always pursues one and the same object— 
universal Supremacy. She varies however in the application of the means 
for the attainment of the object. - The means must vary according to circum- 
stances, In Catholic Spain in the reign of the youthful son of the devout 
Isaneiia, contending for the crown with a rival king who is nothing if he is 
not ultramontane to the backbone, the Porg by showing his Christianity in 
‘his true colours has nothing to lose and everything to gain. His motto is: 
principiis obsta. It will be much easier to kill religious liberty while an infant 
and puny, than when grown a little, however dwarfish though it be. 
The exclusion therefore of the very name of religious liberty or rather tolera- 
tion from the draught of the constitution to be submitted to the Cortes is 
boisterously demanded. Butin Germany, in the face of a Protestant dynasty 
and a Protestant population by far out-numbering the Catholic subjects of the 
Emperor, any demand beyond religious equality with the majority could not 
lut endanger the share of religious liberty already possessed. Time enough 
todemand more when the share clamoured for has been fully secured. An 
advance must not be risked while the rear is not fully protected. Germany 
must therefore be harassed on all sides unt.) worn out she gives way. 
The church simply abides her time. She yields for the moment to forc- inajeure. 
She enforces as much of the syllabus as circumstances will allow; the rest will 
tlso find its application in Gop's own time. Such are Rome’s tactics as read 
hy the light of the contrast between her language and’ policy in the two 
countries mentioned. And now for the lessons which we may derive from the 
contemplation of this spectacle. | 

In the first place we may perceive in the mirror held up the perils by 
which we ourselves are surrounded in this island. We have been lulled into 
4 profound sleep which one day may be fearfully broken. In our own Eng- 
land the contest too is being carried on. But the aggression is all on one side, 
If we choose not to see it, it is nevertheless to be seen on all sides, Slowly but 
surely is the Protestantism of the country being undermined, and the quiescent 
Roman Catholicism of former ages fanaticised. It is at present satisfied 
With the equality enjoyed; and the policy of non-interference concedes to it 
everything that can be reasonably expected under existing circum- 
Mances, It can plot and echeme and intrigue at its heart's 
content. It can advance or recede without Jet and hindrance. 
The teaching of religious liberty sounds so pleasantly in the mouth of Ultra- 
Montanes, It is the policy of James II. over again. © Religious liberty is 
aimed not because of any respect for it, but because it may serve as a con- 
Yenient cover beneath which its overthrow may be prepared, the hiding cloak 
to be thrown off the moment all preparations are made. When the structure 
of Ultramontanism shall have been comp'eted, the scaffolding of religious 

y, by the aid of which the edifice was erected may be ruthlessly broken 
and the ladder contemptuously kicked away, All we do meanwhile is to oppose 


theve machinations kind of passive resistance, Our depencence seems to be 


framing her teaching and inculcating it as she chooses. 


the popular vis inertia, At present itis the game of Germany, without Germany's 
energetic action, that is carried on. In due time it will be the game as it is 
carried on in Spain which will startle us from our slumber, The inquisition 
will be loudly demanded for in ourcountry as it is at this moment for France by 
le Monde, The fate of Cassandra is unfortunately that of the organs which 
predict the storm. As members of a religious body belonging to the smallest 
in the country from which clericalism has at all times selected its first victims , 
we have more than any section of dissenters, reason to dread the ascendancy 


of Ultramontanism. We can foresee the mischief, but unfortunately have 
not the means to avert it. 


No doubt there exists remedies. But we lack the power to apply them, 
and the advice we wouid give would remain unheeded partly because some of 
the causes which lead to the contest between Church and State are inherent 
in Christianity, and cannot be altogether removed among a people holding 
the identical fundamental doctrines which give such hold to clericalism on the. 
multitude, and partly because it would be argued, not without show of reason, 
that we have no business to mix ourselves up in what to some extent may be 
viewed as a family quarrel. We therefore pass without farther remark to the 
consideration of the second lesson which we derive from the spectacle pre- 
sented by the simultaneous action of the Vatican in Spain and Germany. 
This second lesson is the untenableness of a maxim laid down by one of the 
greatest statesmen of our age, and which at one time was believed to open a 
safe way out of the maze formed by the clashing claims of Church and State. 
Cavotr laid down the principle, “ A free Chnrch in a free State.” 


When the great minister adopted this maxim, and made it his rule of . 
action, he overlooked that a man can only live in peace with his neighbour 
as long as the neighbour should be pleased to live in peace with the man, and 
that a proposal, however fair, cannot be transformed into an agreement until 
accepted by both of the contending parties. A Free Chureh the cleticals 
héartily accepted, for it gave them the necessary scope for action. Buta 
Free State they as cordially spurned, since the freedom of the State must 
necessarily restrict the freedom of the Church. The maxim of Cavour has 
therefore remained a dead letter, and must remain so as long as the Church 
argues that inasmuch as the spirit, the- domain of the Church, is infinitely 
superior to the body, the object of the care of the State; and inasmuch as 
eternity, the inheritance of the spirit, incaleulably outmeasures the span of 
time allotted to its connection with the body, the Church must rank infinitely 
higher than the State, and can therefore be as little subject to it as transitori- 
ness to eternity: and aslong as there exists no criterion for testing the correct- 
ness of the application made by the teaching chat we must obey Gop more than 
man. These arguments in themselves would not be incontrovertible were it not 
for another principle which lies at the root of-Christianity’s avowedly aggressive 
character, and is the only justification for the constant encroachments made by its 
missionaries upon the social rights and family peace of those outside its own 


pale. This principle is that Christianity alone-possesses the monopoly of 
salvation. The consequence ts that that very charity which one would have 


thought had been enjoined for the sole reason of serving as a buffer in the colli- 
sion of conviction with conviction, has in reality been turned into a most power- 
ful and trenchant weapon for inflicting the deepest and most painful wounds. 
For what is the pain of the most acute tortures in this world in comparison 
with that awaiting the unbeliever in the world to come? Christian charity, 
therefore, must. impel the believer to be sparing of no means in his power, what- 
ever its nature, if it can only bring about the conversion, and, consequently, 
the saivation of the infidel. The stake anc the faggot, therefore,as the most 
powerful means of conversion, are the direct and. logical outcome of these 
principles. 


But in order to be able to convert and to preserve in the faith those 
converted or born in it, the church cannot allow herself to be interfered. with by 
the State. She must have the power of saving as many Mortaras as she 
chooses. She must therefore be, not free in a free State, but free in a sub- 
ject State. It follows that the louder the voice of charity the more subdued 
must be that of justice. It is therefore the priest who by rights should 
occupy the scat of judgment usurped by secular tribunals, 
a free state is therefore a mere idle phrase. It binds the state to everything 
and the church to nothing. It grants to the church everything she can 
demand, without in her turn making the slightest concession. Thus the 
state has to pay the penalty for the permission given to its members to get 
their religious doctrines where and how they like, and to the church for

Again, we say we 
can only point out the evil and depiore it, but cannot cure it. 


No doubt, the time will come when the evil will bring about its own 
eure. No coubt, the time will come when popular enlightenment will be 
advanced enough to allow statesmen openly to disayow those mischievous 
religious doctrines which have brought about the terrible conflict. No doubt 
the time will come when lawgivers will have the moral courage to lay down 
the Jewish principle, that no religion cen lay claim to the monopoly of salva- 
tion; that the claims of justice are superior to those of charity, and that no 
ene has a right to set up a priest-made law in opposition to the sate lawae 
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M3"T RMD2DI 2". But until this time comes how much misery will yet be 
entailed upon nations, how much blood will yet be shed ! : 

In Spain this time is evidently more remote than in any other civilisea 
country, and from the bold front which eclericalism there presents to liberalism, 
the apprehension is not unfounded, that the very modicum of religious liberty 
proposed in the draft of the new constitution will be withdrawn. The 
youthful King of Spain, whatever his own sentiments may be, can in the 


critical position in which he is placed, hardly spare the allegiance of the © 


priests, They have fixed their price, and he may yet have to strike the 
bargain—with a grimace perhaps. But to the clericals all the same.

MANCHESTER “HOUSE OF LEARNING.” 
[COMMUNICATED. 


A well-attended meeting was held last Sunday at the Jews’ School, Derby- 
street, to take into further consideration the project for founding a Jewish 
“ House of Learning” at Manchester. Mr. W. Aanonspera presided. 

Communications were read fiom Dr. Adler and others, approving of the 
movement. 

The CuitkwaN—who was received with cheers—addressed the meeting at 
some length. He explained that they wished to call the proposed institution 
* A House of Learning,” because there was associated in the public mind with 
the name of “ Beth Hamedrash,” a dirty dingy room ina dirty dingy house, iu 
a not too refined neighbourhood. Manchester had long felt the want of an 
institution where lads could resort after their day's work, and obtain a knowledge 
of the doctrines of our Holy Faith. For these a class would be formed (presided 
over by a competent English teacher) for the study of the Scriptures, For those 
who would desire to cultivate systematically an intimate knowledge of H-brew 


Literature, an advanced or mishna class would be formed, and provision would - 


be made for those who in their native land have obtained a knowledge of the 
Talmud and its Commentaries, and whe would be desirous of continuing their 
ttndies. A qualified scholar of merit, with certificates of proficiency from the 
Chief Rabbix of England and abroad, will be appointed to preside over the whole 
establishment as its chief, and who will be responsible for its efficient adminis- 
tration. Lectures would also be delivered on Friday nights, Sabbaths, and, if 
needful, on Sundays. In short, everything would be done calculated to advance 
the study of Hebrew and Hebrew Literature. He appealed for support, so that 
they might have capacious, well-lighted, and ventilated class rooms, in which 
study could be pursued with pleasure and advantage. This was their pro- 
gramme. They hoped the community would give them credit for good inten- 
tions, en)'ghtened opinions and aspirations.. 

The following were elected nembeis of the Council for the ensuing year :

Many members were then enrolled, and twenty-five per cent. of the donations 
promised were paid as agreed upon at the first meeting. Votes of thanks to the 
school for the loan of the room. and to the Chairman for presiding, also to the 
Hon. Secs. (the Rev. H. D. Marks and Mr. Rothband), were passed. “ Evening 
Service " was recited by the Rev. H. D. Marks, and the proceedings then termin- 
ated, 


Brrwincuaw.—A glootn has been cast over the Jewish community at Bir- 
minghamn by the untimely death of Mr. A. 8. Blanckensee of Tudur House, 
Harborne Road, whose loss:will be painfully felt by many of the local charitable 
institutions, The deceased, who was ouly in his 45th year, died after a very 
brief illnees on Wednesday the 25th inst. He was known in the town by his 
connection with the General Hospital, the Hospital for Women, the Sanatorium, 
&c. He had prev‘onsly acted on the Board of the Queen’s Hospital, and a mem- 
ber of the Municip: Board of Guardians, and was at the time of his death an 
Overseer of the Poor. In the Jewish community he occupied in turn every 
honorary office connected with the congregation and its charities. Asa mark of 
the respect in which the deceased was beld by his coreligionists his funeral was 
attended by a verv large assembly on whose faces was depicted the profoundest 
grief,. A feeling address was delivered over tle grave by the Rev. W.. J, 


Ewanuel, B.A., Minister of the Congregation, and subsequently every committee 


of the congregation, at special mectings held for that purpose, adopted resolu- — 


tions of condolence, which have been for warded to the widow and family. 


BonrMia.—A correspondent of the Deborah, commenting upon the reign of 
the late Emperor Ferdinand, points out that it was he that bad removed from 
the Jews of Bohemia and Moravia the burden and disgrace entailed upon them 
by the following two iustitutions. When he ascended the throne, there was a 
law in force which fixed the number of Jewish families allowed to live in each 
of these provinces ; and no Jew was allowed to marry, é¢., to establish a new 
fainily until an old one became extinct. Au engaged couple had sometimes to 
wait for years until such a vacancy occurred. And when it occurred there was 
quite a scrambling for it, and whoever bribed most had the best chance of 
getting permission to marry. If a Jew ventured to marry without this special 
legal permission, bia cliidren were bastardized and their mother treated as a 
disreputable woman, and the laws in force to meet such cases were applied to 
them, The consequence of this unnatural enactment was that the Jews, the 
most chaste section of the Kaiser's sul)jects, were stigreatised as the most immoral 
as proved by the number of bastards among them. When the Jews at the corona- 
tion of the father of Ferdinand, Francis, implored him to remove this most degrad- 
ing and demoralising restriction, bis reply was, that he had to legislate for the benetit 
of his Christian and not of his Jewish subjects. This enactinent was repealed 
by «he Emperor Ferdinand. ‘The other law referred to imposed upon the Jews 
certain rninous epecial for the “legal protection” granted to them. These 
special taxes, which were levied with a merciless rigour, entailed great msery 
upon the Jews, especially upon young married coupler, as it often deprived 
them of the small capital in hand with which they were tu earn their subsistence. 
'l hese special taxes, too, were abo! shed by the deceased Emperor, No woader 
his late Jewish subjects held his memory in high veneration,

On Saturday last, there were held at the Spanish and Portuguese § 
gogue, Bevis Marks, and the Great Synagogue, Duke Street, Aldgate 
Special Services of Prayer and Thanksgiving on the safe return of S. 
Moses Montefiore, Bart., from his journey to the Holy Land. " 


SPANISH AND PORTUGUESE SYNAGOGUE, 

At the synagogne of the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation, Bevis Mark 
there was a iarge attendance. The synagogue was, however, not crowded ts 
the number of worshippers far exceeded the average attendance on ordins 
Sabbaths. Sir Moses entered the synagogue at about eight o'clock at md 
commencement of the ordinary morning service. All present respect. 
fully rose as he proceeded to his seat, walking firm and erect. After the 
Reading of the Law the Special Service was proceeded with. It consisted of 


Pealm cxvii., Psalin exviii., Form of Thanksgiving, Psalm cxxii and Psalm c] 
The Psalins were chaunted by the Rev. D. Piza and the choir, The Form of 
Thanksgiving was read in Hebrew by the Rev, Dr. Artom, which he prefaced by 
a short address expressive of the eminent service rendered by the Philanthropist 
to the cause of Israel. 


The following is a translation of the “ Form of Thanksgiving” : 


None is like Thee, O Lord, among the powerful, neither are there works like Thine. No man ec 
number, understand, and relate Thy prodigies. Thou lirtenest to the supplication of Thy pe 
and showest infinite mercy to ali sufferers, Here we assemble this day with joy and consola: 
with hearts full of gratitude, for Thou hast hearkened to our fervent prayer, and verified our deaten 
hope. We celebrate on this happy day the safe returnof our Venerable brother. the ornament of 
our community, Sit Moses Montetere, whom Thou didst graciously protect, in his lone and perilous 
journey, Aguniist the agitation of the sea, against the inclemency of the weather. and against 
threatening iilvess, Thou didst cover him with Thy mysterious cloud, both as a shield and & guidance 
Thou didst keey away from him all evil and danger. But we deubly rejoice on this glorious occasion, 
for Thy venerable servant has again been a messenger of peace among his people. In spite of bix 
great age, the age of repose, he went te the land of our fathers with the object of sanctifying Thy 
name, and of upholding the glory of Jerusalem. Ie relieved the needy, raised the fallen, and com. 
forted the afflicted. lic strengthened educational institations, he assi<ted pious students and 
ippoverished scholars, and acted with efficiency wherever help was necessary. And this he achieved 
in hia 9ist year. He endangered his life through his great love to the Holy Land, through his desire 
‘o Unprove the position of the Jews of Palestine, and to honour them before I-rael and the other 
nations, Bless, O merciful Father, the sacred werk which our beloved brother has dene: jetit bear 
beneficial result<--that isthe only reward to which he aspire, He sowed the seed of rom!, let him 


rea; the fruit of peace: Ikndgn to recanpense hit as he richly deserves, and lengthen well 
employed iife, so that he may still exercises his philanthrophy for the benefit of mankind, for the 
freathess of dtdaism., Bless him, O Laird, and with him his good followers: let them all be revakl 


for their exemplary devotion, since in Thy justice Thott never allowest the righteous to renaig 
Withot rew ard: aml we Thy close Thy faithful Worshippers, wie Thy 
tence, ure crateful for Thy favours, will enter ny of prayer with religions 
Vuitatim, «tne 1 HY arm rejpolee for ever in thy salvation, Amen.

Many persons clamnoured in vain to procure admission. wust before two 
o'clock, tia usual hour when the Sabbath afternoon service is held at this 
synagorue, Sir Muses entered tlie synagogue accompanied by Mr. Joseph Sebag,. 
Lis nephew, Mr. Haim Guedalla, Mr. A. I. Montefiore and Mr. Edward Samuel 
Everyone rose and all endeavoured to catch a-glimpse of the venerable Champion 
of Israel, as he passed to the seat reserved for him near the Ark, The usual 
Sabbath Afternoon Service was read by the Rev. M. Hast. The choir attended 
and under the direction of Mr. J. L. Mombach,. rendered the. choral. portionsof 
the service, festal tunes being chosen. The choir sang brilliantly. After the

Is there not any other member of the Jewish clergy com” 
petent to sit in “ the seat of Moses 2” There is, but —it would not doto have on the 
Ecclesiastical Board one whose staunch orthodoxy was not proved to be of standard 
purity and perhaps whose blindness (as to the spirit of the time) did not ejual that 
ofthe other mombers. It wis inooted sometime ago that other Dayanim should 
be appointed—that is that a couple of learned. rabbis—of the trne orthodox 
pattern, with Shabetz and Pins complete, and with the genuine “ Keer ALL” 
Brand—that two such men should be invited from abroad to assist in the 
administration of the Ecclesiastical Board. Several practical gentlemen, who 
were consu'ted on the subject, however, offered such an opinion as led to the 
abandonment ofthe idea, [t may bethought that the time is opportune for a union 
Wi the Eeclesiastical Boards of the Ashkenaz and of the Sephardic communities

JEWISH FEMALE SLAVES. 


The following account is going the round of the German Jewish ra. 
Slavery has been abolished in America. The blacks have been liberated . But 
instead thereof there exists in the vicinity of Europea white slavery of the 
most infamous kind, which keeps the Eastern barems in full supply. 

On the eastern coast of Africa as well as on the coast of the Persian Gulf, 
there are many fatnilies which are remnants of ancient Jewish tribes. They have 
remained attached to the faith of Moses, and preserve to a great extent the cus- 
toms of their forefathers in dress, habitation, and food, and many a Jewish 
colony on the coast looks as though it were a fresh and lively exhibition of life 
as it was in the Holy Land under King Solomon, These African Jewish families 
have avoided as much as possible to intermingle with the other inhabitants of 
the country ; they live in the country like strangers as though in exile, They enjoy 


good health, their stature is stately and vigourous, and they are especially dis- - 


tinguishable trom the other inhabitants by their beautiful white skins, and auburn, 
frequently flaxen, hair. Their women often.are blondes of much beauty peculiar 
to the nations of Northeru Europe. Many a youthful tlower of this kind blossoms 
on Africa's Eastern coast, which in European circies would form a centre of 
female beauty, exciting admiration and causing a sensation. And what is the 
lot of these beauties ? Scarcely have they ripened into maidenhood when they are 
encompassed by thousands of dangers. At every st p out of the house they are 
in davger of falling into the hands of Arab kidnappers; and even if they remain 
in the bomes of their parents like prisoners, yet the fame of their beauty reaches 
the outer world through treachery, aud a susgainary and rapacious gang breaks 
into the dwelling and drage away the usfortunate victim to spend her life in an 
Arab or Turkish barem, dishonoured, aud in gnominious dependence, so that 
many such victins have preferred self-destructiun. 

And all this is done right in the vicinity of the Viceroy (of Egypt) along 
the coasts of the Arabian sea, which since the opening of the Snez Canal has 
become the highway upon which all civilized nations meet for intercourse. 
How iong are these horrors to continue ? 

In the mountains of the coast of Eastern Africa the kidnappers lie hidden 
with horses aed camels ready to break forth as soon as their spies have dis— 
covered a prey ; their small vesse!s skim along the Arabian galf, lying in wait 
for their prey. Many of these Jewish families are engaged in husbandry and 
pasturage, as they were in Judea of old, and woe to the maiden who treads a 
field without protection. Sabre in havd, the Arab robber rushes forth from his 
hiding place, and before she even perceives the danger, she has became the 
prey cf these baudite, who bind her with cords, and drag her away to the coast 
to transport her to the slave mart. Never more will she see her bume, never 
more her relatives. All choice is row gone for her; she has become a merchan- 
dise—a mere chattel. 

Arrived at their goal, she is bathed and dressed in costly stuff, radiaiit with 
gold and jewels, she makes her appearance ; silken robes float around ber form, 
tor her value is to-be enhanced as much as possible in the presence of the 
intending purchaser. : 

A good-looking female slave is not exposed for sale in the slave mart, 
amidst the negroes and negresses. As she is of much higher value, she is care- 
fully kept from the sight of the multitude, and covered with a thick veil when 
taken from place to place; and when she is exposed for sale, it is only dune 
before such customers from whom high prices may be expected. The owner 
takes her to his private mart, to which he invites those from whom he expects 
high biddings. There the weeping Jewish maiden is offered for sale. ‘The 
buyers sit around on divans, mostly sippiug coffee and smoking, making bids for 
the slave; as is done in Europe for producuons of art. 

When the bargain is concluded, the brown Arab takes with him his purchase 
os his property. A thick veil again covers her, aud she is being taken by his 
servants to the harem. She is closely watched, so that flight is impossible. As 
long as her charms attract her owner, she leadsa life of splendour and enjoyment. 
jut no free-born Jewish maiden can be happy as the slave of an Arab master. 
She shakes her chains even if they are of gold, an! turns with horror froin the 
barbarian into whose hands slie has fallen.

The new Synagogue at Hanley was consecrated yesterday (Thursday). The 
usual dedicatory service was held. The Rev. Prof. D. M..Isaacs, of Manchester, 


officiated and delivered a sermon. As we have before mentioned, the synagogue 


has been completed about twelve months since but it was desired to open the 
building free of debt. In this the executive have not suceeded. It is a small 
neatly fitted building of unpretentious architectural features. It will accommo- 
date about 100 persons on the ground area and about 40 in the ladies gallery. 
There is a spacious school-room adjoining and a residence for the minister. The 
congregation is much indebted to Mr. Phillip Falk, who kindly undertook all the 
arrangements as to the purchase of the building and otherwise lent a helping 
hand to the young community, Hanley is a thriving place situated in the pot- 
teries district. It would afford scope to Jews of the industrial class who are 


energetic. 


Trae GuinpHAtt Lrprary.—It will be remembered that the late Alderman 
Sir David Salomons, M.P., bequeathed to the Corporation of London, for preserva- 
tion in the Guildhall Library. the presentation plate given to him by the Jews’ 
on attaining the honour of the shrievalty for his exertion in the advancement of 
religious liberty. He also left to the Corporation the sum of £1000, “as an 
acknowledgement of their uniform course favourable to the extension of religious 
toleration which had had so favourable an influence on the condition of the Jews.” 
The library committee have-very recently been considering the best mode of 
expending the sum, and have resolved to appropriate £300 for the purchase of 
later works upon the Talmud and Rabbinical lore, and upon Hebrew literature 
generally. hey are influenced in this decision by the fact that they already 
possess, under a bequest of the alderman’s brother (Mr. Philip Salomons) a very 
fair nucleus for a good Hebrew library in Talimudical works, but none of the 
volumes, 400 in number, are Jater than the 17th century. That collection consists. 
among other works, of the Mekre-Gedoleth, or, by way of pre-eminence, the 
Great Scripture, being the Hebrew and Chaldee texts of the Sacred Scriptures, 
with the various glossaries of the most eminent Jewish Rabbis, such as Aben 
Ezra, Rabbi Solomon Yarchi, Levi Ben Gerson, Kimchi, &e. The Talmud or 
Mishna, or Traditions of the Fathers, and the Gemara, or Disputations of the 
Jewish Doctors on the Mishna. The work is in twelve large folio volumes. The 
Mishnaioth or Talinnd; broken into the six sederim or orders of which it consists, 
the Commentary of Rabbi Isaac Arbarbanel on the Pentateuch, the great work 
Rabalphes, treating of the Talmud, with the gloss of. Yarchi, different editions 
of the Pentateuch, the Book Tur, a juridical work of great authority, a fine copy 


. of the Bible, with a rabbinical gloss, in eleven volumes, and Buxtorf's Hebrew 


Concordance, a work of great estimation with scholars and divines. These works 
ure all in the Hebrew and rabbinical character. The committee further recotp- 
mend that £600, or so much additional as may remain after the attainment of the 
object just described, should be expended in the purchase uf works upon com- 
merce, banking, pelitical economy, trade, arte and sciences, with which departments 
of literature the library is not at present very sufficiently supplied. All the 
works so purchased are to have on the cover a suitable inscription. The preseuta- 
tion plate has already been deposited in the library. The Corporation, it ma 
be added, are going to expend £200 from their own funds in the preparation by 
Mr. Overall, the librarian, of a new catalogue, which is very much needed.
